Mr. Browning- came back from Italy 


in the autumn with a curious story of 
coincidfinces. 
The ;story is divided 


dramatically mto;t\vo'-purtj, whereof tho 
;firstp was enacted late an tlie'- summer of 
•lasc^yeuT, • wlien ,'Mr.' J3ro\vning--found 
himself with his sistor in a remote Swiss 
valley on theconfinesof Italy. Strolling 
about in the evening- while "dinner was 
preparing, they paused before going in, 
to admire the calm and repose ot'"the 
valley that lay stretched before thern, 
when their talk suddenly-turned to the 
subject of murder, aud each began to 
speculate on what their conduct would 
be if they should be so unfortunate as 
to find a body. I say unfortunate, for-it- 
is knoiyn.-that in France, Switzerland 
and Italy the presumption of innocence 
is most strongly'against tlie person light- 
ing 'on a corpse, instead of, as in our law, 
the presumption of being in his favor. 
They could hardly settle as to whether 
they should or should not give informa- 
tion to the authorities and so escape the 
annoyance of being detained on their 
journey, when they found themselves at 
their inn door and dinner read)'. 
The 


next morning, as they -were about to re- 
sumo their travels, the landlord attended 
with a long face to inform the post that 
it would be impossible for him to have 
two horses for his carriage, as one was 
wanted to bring in the bo'dy of a man 
found murdered early that morning .at 
the head of the valley. Questioning 
him, 


Mr. Browning- found that in all likeli- 
hood tbe murder had been committed 
after the conversation of the evening be- 
fore, and that the body had been foimcl- 
by a man digging potatoes just about 
tlie spot where his sister and he ihad 
stood " discussing the probabilities of 
their conduct in case such an event 
should occur. Part one ends on the de- 
parture of the travelers behind the 
OLIO 


horse; part two opens in the autumn of 
this year, when Mr. Browning paid 
another visit to the remote Swiss valley, 
again in company with his sister. IJo- 
membering the incident of last year they 
asked the landlord if the murderer had 
ever been discovered, when he told them 
no; that the man suspected (who had 
found the body) had thrown himself oui 
of the prison window, unable to bear 
the thought of a trial and the possibility 
of his wife and children in want, anc 
had since died; and that it was supposed 
the murdered man, an Ita'.if.n, had been 
stabbed in a quarrel by his companions, 
who had escaped over the frontier. 
Further, as on the previous year, dinner 
preparing, ha took them to the spot 
where, the body was discovered, aud they 
found themseves standing where, on tho 
'very evening of thOiCrime' they had 
speculated as to what they should do .in 
case of such an event. 'To heighten the 
•dramatic effect of the' coincidence, they 
learned that no crime of violence haa 
been committed in the valley for the last 
hundred-years. A gentleman-present 
when.this'story was told capped it with 
one of a yet more curious chain of coined 
dencos. He was traveling to.Doncast&r 
on business, and, turning-'to the-first 
sheet of the Times, was-am used to see, 
immediately below the announcement 
of his wife giving birth to a son, the 'an- 
nouncement that the wife of a similarly 
named-husband had performed the same 
kindly office on the same date. AtDon- 
caster, in' the office where his business 
.called him, he was introduced to his 
'namesake, who, traveling down in' tho 
same1 carriage had been equally amused. 
Nor did the coincidence end here, for, 
attending the race:course later in tho. 
day, some one jn the betting ring .putlhis 
hand'on his shoulder, and naming him, 
roughly said: "You owe me- £20!" 
Turning angrily, the man dropped Ihia 
hand at once and apologize'd profusely," 
declaring he had for the moment mis'- 
taken'him for a friend.— Whitehall He- 
view.

which called the fire department to North 
Jackdon street, in the first ward.

fire proved to be in anew two-story tene- 
ment house, being constructed and owued 
by Mr. -David . Jeffris, aud was nearly. 
completed. The house was totally de- 
stroyed, upon which there was no insur- 
ance, and tho loss is estimated at ?1,000. 
The neighbors report that tbe house was 
on fire and the alarm given in the immedi- 
ate neighborhood at least 20 minutes 
before the bells sounded the alarm, aacl 
when.tho alarm reached the engine houses 
the rear end of the building was all in 
flames. The roads were bad for the 
movement of the fire apparatus, and tho 
engines and hose carts came near not

It is thought the fire was caused by tho 


carelessness of some one leaving fire iu a 
stove, used in one of the rooms by the 
workmen, while finishing the interior of 
the building. 


BLAMING THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


There were many people Bt the fire last 


night, who, loss discreet 
than 
wise, 


loudly expressed their opinion regarding 
the slow work o£ the fire department, and 
their inability to put a good stream of 
water on the fire at the very start. We 
claim to be well acquainted with the fire 
department1 and its management, and do 
not tielievo. they ought to bo blamed 
for any omission of. duty last night. 
First, these grumblers must remember 
thaUhe road taken by the department to 
raach the-fire last night (River street) was 
not of the boat, and the horses had all 
they possibly could do to draw tho en- 
gines.'. Even the west side engine team 
had such a'hard pull that when they 
reached the turn at the head of. the race, 
they were compelled to stop from pure 
exhaustion, and the men whose duty it 
is to lay the hose were called to help the 
engine along. No. 2 came up when the 
west side boys were in this condition, 
and thinking they were stuuk in a snow 
bank, turned out to go by, but about tho 
same time No. 1 started up, the hind 
wheels of both engines ruu 
ofl' the 


roadway, and slid down the race embank- 
ment, almost tipping over. At. this time 
both companies became fast. The men, 
after some delay, succeeded in righting 
matters, and tho engines wero at last run 
on the bridge at the head of the race, and 
went to work. No. 1 company was badly 
crippled, owing to the tact that some of 
tho members were in the opera housoj 
and did not hear tho first alarm, conse- 
quently their second hose cart was de- 
layed longer than it otherwise would 
have been. It required about twelve hun- 
dred feet of hose to reach tho fire; and, 
after No. 2 had started up for a good 
stream, 
the 
hoso burst, and 
they 


were 
obliged to 
go to 
the 
en- 


gine 
house 
. for 
more 
hose, 


which delay caused their hose already 
luid, .to fill with ice, and they wero com- 
pelled to take up and'go homo, as much 
dissatisfied with their work as.any .one. 
No. one remained and worked to good 
advantage iu saving adjoining property. 


'When it is known that ther,e isnotnow 


an available place on. the raceway, be- 
tween No. one '.engine house and tho 
bridge at tho head ot the race, where the 
department .can procure a good supply ot 
water, we do not believe any sane man 


i will blame the department j for such de- 
lays. Of course, it is somebody's busi- 
ness 
to -see to ' • such 
matters. 


-True there is a hole cut in the ice 
near the cottou factory, but it cannot bo 
reached by the engines without great 
danger. It is not the business or duty 
of the firemen to clear the -streets ,of the 
snow drifts, and the obstructions at the 
water approaches, but they are generally 
blamed at delays caused thereby. A care - 
fnl inspection of the water approaches 
will satisfy any one of these facts.

citiOH. villages and corporations for the con- 
struction ol water works, and amendatory of. 
chapter S23 of. the la\rs of 18S2. 


'fke peojilt of the slatii of Wisconsin, represented 
in. senate and assembly, do cnacl at jottows: 
SECTION 1. The title of chapter 325 of 


the laws of 1882 is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: An act to authorize 
t,he acquisition of" lands and interests 
therein, by cities, villages and corpora- 
tions for the construction and mainten- 
ance of water works. 


SECTION 2. Section 10 of said ast is 


hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


SECTION 1. For the construction and 


maintenance of -water works for the sup- 
ply of aay city or village in this state, or 
the inhabitants of any city 'or village 
with water for protection against fire or 
for domestic use or sanitary - purposes, 
every such city or village, and every cor- 
poration formed for such purposes under 
the laws of this state is hereby author- 
ized to acquire the title in fee simple to, 
or such casement in, or servitude upon 
all so oh lands as may be necessary for 
the construction or maintenance ot such 
worts, and to hold and use tho same for 
that purpose.

SECTION 3. SECTION 2 of said chapter 


323 is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: .

SEOTIOX 2. Such lands and interests 


therein may be acquired by such city or 
village, and compensation be made therer 
for m the manner -provided in sections 
893 to 903, [inclusive, of the revised stat- 
utes and by such corporations in the 
manner provided in this subdivision, of 
chapter 87 of the revised statutes, enti- 
tled acquiring land by -right of eminent 
'domain. 


SECTION 4. This act shall take effect 


and be in force from and.after its passage" 
and publication.
